NOTES THE WEEK. 

It seems to be pretty generally admitted now that the announcement 
circulated last April of the death of Emin Pasha was well-founded. The 
circumstantial story bronght from Ujiji by Mr. Swann of the London 
Missionary Society leaves indeed scarcely any margin for doubt. In Emin 
the world has lost a traly remarkable man: and in the history of African 
exploration his name will stand by the side of that of Gordon not only in 
connection with the wonderful administrative and civilising work he performed 
in the Soudan, but on account of the extraordinary moral affinity between 
the two men. Much speculation hasbeen indulged with regard to 
the religion of Emin. Dr. Felkin 
was a fervent Protestant, and that his parents were 
tants before him. Others have endeavoured to prove that he 
belonged by turns to all of the three great Semitic religions, The truth 
seems to be that he was a man utterly strange to dogmatic religion, Born 
a Jew—and of that there cannot be the slightest doubt, seeing that the 
Hebrew records of his birth and circumcision are extant in the registers of 
the Oppeln Synagogue—his aim in life, his innermost religion, was to do good 
in the difficult sphere in which his life was passeed. He laboured to bring 
light and love to those of the darkest corners of the earth. To achieve his 
end he was ready to make use of the disciples of any church. Curious light 
is shed on this feature in his character by a letter he addressed to Dr, 
Schweinfurth from Equatoria, in which he pointed out how inferior were the 
civilising methods of the Protestant missions to those of the Roman

Catholics, and declared that Cardinal Lavigerie “is the man for me.” And 
yet nothing is more certain than that Emin had no sympathy with the 
Roman Catholic Church asa church. There is, of course. no ground for 
claiming him as a professing Jew, since the probability is that after the con- 
version of his mother in 1845 he was brought up as a Christian. None the 
less we may be proud that he was of Jewish blood, and not a few of the 


salient features in his character may be legitimately credited to his Hebraic 
origin, | 


. Much as we disapprove of duelling, we find it impossible to pass over 
without remark the meeting “on the field of honour” of M. Edouard 
Drumont and M. Camille Dreyfus. Of M. Dreyfus’s character and his pre- 
vious transactions with M. Drumont we have nothing to say, and we are 
not in the least concerned in claiming him asa desirable champion of the 
Jewish cause; but it must be admitted that his conduct in 
the matter of the duel contrasts favourably with that of his anti-Semitic 
opponent. The meeting originated in the application by the editor of the 
Libre Parole of a foul and insulting epithet to Jewish women generally. M. 
Dreyfus, however, did not challenge M. Drumont, but contented himself with 
pointing out publicly that the shameless calumniator of Jewish women was 
probably a lunatic, seeing that his father before him had been insane, and that 
under any circumstances he was a_ scoundrel. | 
Drumont could bear. While reserving to himself the right to insult the. 
mothers , wives and sisters of other men, he boldly claimed immunity for his 
own father, and sent his seconds to, M. Dreyfus. In the duel which ensned, 
the anti-Semite seems to have taken the most cowardly advantage of his 
antagonist besides attacking him with quite unusual fury. With the recollec- 
tion of the fate of Captain Armand Mayer our minds, we 
feel almost tempted to wonder whether these provocations. to 
duelling on the part of the anti-Semites are not the result of 
some wicked and deep-laid conspiracy. ‘However that may be, 
M. Drumont has followed up his duel with a number of articles accusing 
M. Dreyfus of political corruption and of having received bribes from the 
late Baron de Reinach. Now allthis may, or may not, be true but if it 1s 
true why did this impeecable custodian of the public morals invite M. Dreyfus 
toaduel? According to his own barbarous code of honour the Jewish ex-deputy 
—if the charges against him were well-founded—was not the sort of person 
from whom any gentleman could exact satisfaction on equal terms, But do 
not charges of dishonourable conduct come rather badly from a man who 
earns his daily bread by scandal and calumny and who once begged money 
from a Jew whom he was attacking in order to pay the gambling debts of 
his closest friend ? 

The account which the Jewish “ International Bakers’ Association ” 
laid before the Chief Rabbi on Sunday of the conditions under which they 
are compelled to labour calls for a carefulcenquiry. It was stated that they 
were In the habit of working from 18 to 20 hours a day, including 
Saturdays, in fetid bakehouses, which a visitor could seareely enter. If the 
facts be correctly represented, no efforts ought to be spared by our communal 
leaders to put an end to so serious a state of affairs. Not only do the 
workers. themselves suffer from toiling in these unsanitary. conditions, but 


evils of this character must, in the nature of -things, avenge themselves on- 


the consumer. One dreads to thirk how much_— infection may 
be spread by bread manufactured such unwholesome surroundings. 
Sanitas  sanitatum omnia. sanitas, The health of East End 
Jewry must be our first care. It far transcends in importance 
the question of almsgiving. Again, that Jewish workmen should be compelled 
bytheir brother Jews to work so many hours ona stretch, and to break theone 
day of rest which Heaven has decrecd for the toiler is a hardship of the first 
magnitude, and one which tends to bring discredit on the fair fame of the 
community. It must not be forgotten that the principle of Avddush and 
Chillul Ilushem, to which Jews have ever attached so great an importance, 
has become immensely more important in the present day. We are living in 
the glare of a fierce publicity, and the slightest rumour reflecting adversely 
on our community is immediately voiced abroad by the million-tongued press. 
While we write, Dr. Adler is conferring with the Jewish master bakers. We 
do not doubt, if the grievances alleged by the men are substantiated, that he 
will succeed in securing some amelioration of their hard fot. 

The advent of 5654 serves to remind us that considerable differences 
of opinion have prevailed among Chronologists as to the age of the world 
reckoned from the birth of Adam. Jewish tradition fixes the Creation at 
+760 B.c., which added to the number of years that have elapsed since the 
commencement of the vulgar era. gives the date of the present year as 
5653 a.m. Archbishops Usher's chronology differs from this by 244 years. 
He gives the date of Creation as 4004 n.c. There are no less than If 
variations upon this point. It may interest our readers to be told a few 
of them. The Indian chronology gives it as 6174 n.c.: the Babylonian, 
5008; “ulins Africanus, 9900 ; 
the Anglo-Saxon Chroniclers, 5199; Kepler, €984: Sealiger, 3060. Rabbi 
Lipman makes the date to be only 3616, so that according to him 
the world would be 5510 years okd on Sunday night, or 144 years 
less than the currently accepted number. Although Archbishop 
Usher's chronology differs, as we have seep, from the traditional 
computation by 244 years, he is usually represented as following 
the authority of the Hebrew text. Other chronologists follow the LAX. 
and Josephus, while ‘they maintain that the Hebrew text has been greatly 
vitiated in the matter of chronology. It may be said that there are three 


principal systems in vorue—the Leng System, the Short, and the Rab- 
binical. The first of these, represented by Hales, adopts the LN X.'s figures 
for the lives of the yatriarchal generations, and the long interval from the 
Exodus to the foundation of Solomon’s Temple. This interval is computed 
at 648 years (632, accordin s to Josephus), and is arrived at by the addition 


This was more than M.. 
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of a number of detailed intervals, The Short System of Usher rests, like the 
mundane era of Hillel, on the passage in Kings vi. 1, which states explicitly 
that the number of years from the Exodus to the Building of the Temple was 
480, for which the LXX. has 440. The Rabbinical differs from Usher's 


system in other particulars which cannot be dwelt upon here. 


— — 


We have had oceasion lately to make references to the progress of what 
is called the Higher Criticism. The Higher Critics have not, however, had 
it all their own way, as was shown by Archdeacon Sinclair's vigorous 
sermon on * The Veracity of the Hebrews” on which we commented a short 
time ago. Another determined onslaught on the Critical School now 
reaches us from America, where Professor Howard Osgood has been re- 
viewing Driver's “Introduction to the Old Testament” in the Drbliotheca, 
lr, Driver's manual is not altogether satisfactory, from any point of view, 
because it is in the nature of a compromise, This supplies Professor 
Osgood with the opportunity for a vigorous attack on modern Criticism. 
Canon Driver he regards as a tyro sitting at the feet of German masters. 
“The highest praise,” he remarks, “that can be given to his work is that 
it is a serious attempt to soften and adapt Kuenen’s method and results to 
the foreign soil of English thought. Cornill and Kuenen have no qualms at 
all in declaring large parts of the Old Testament to be literary fictions, and 
also in denying truth to the historical narratives of the Pentateuch and 
ear'y Biblical books, Driver, on the contrary, pleads that Deuteronomy does 
not claim to be written by Moses, and that it was customary in the Hebrew 
historians to put speeches made by themselves in the mouths of their puta- 
tive authors. . .. . There he is at war with his own scientific method, and 
at war with every master of that method in Earope.”, Professor Osgood 
continues : “The contradictions between Driver and Cornill on Deuteronomy 
cover more than a third of the book. Their contradictions on Isaiah are 
equally great... And when we pass on and compare these differences 
with those of Wellhansen, Kaenen, Dillmann, Cheyne, Dahm, ef a/., we obtain 
amaze of contradictory statements by equally learned men that is_ bewil- 
dering.” Tt must not be thought that the eritics have no answer to this 
charge. They would reply that) while they differ on numerous points, they 
are perfectly agreed on certain fundamental positions, | 
A correspondent in) Monday's Stendard calls attention to the 


spread of cholera in Galicia,.and mentions, as an illustration of the ignorance 
prevailing there, that ina certain village the other day a wedding took place 
in the Jewish cenrecery Over the fresh vrave of a Woman who had died of 
cholera, the Rabbi declaring that this would banish the disease from the 
Joeality. The result was that in the evening the bride was attacked by 
Cholera, and died next morning. Superstitions of this character are common 
In Countries Into which modern culture has not yet penetrated. In the Pall 
Miodll Magazine, Mr. Hall Caine calls attention to the curious sight he wit- 
nessed ina Galician Burial Ground, The gravestone of a doctor of the 
Talmud was scribbled over with a thousand pencillings on its tlat face, while 
the carved interstices on the reverse side were filled with paper pellets, 
The tomb was thus covered with the names of sick and dying people in- the 
hope that God would save the lives of their dear ones for the sake of the 
good min whose ashes reposed below. The custom is not without its poetical 
suggestions, none the less it embodies a lamentable superstition, which seems 
like a survival of ignorance from the dark ages. It is to remedy this 
backward state of the Galician Jews that Baron Hirsch is spending vast 
sums of money on Jewish education, It is early days as yet to look for the 
fruits of the Baron's muniticense in the growth of enlightened ideas, but 
they will make their appearance by and by.

Although some private 
codices, like the codex of R. Meir, contained marginal glosses on the text, as 
a rule such glosses were not allowed, as coming under the category of the 
oral law, which might not be reduced to writing. Therefore, in public and 
official codices of the Bible, certain: diacritical marks, such as superlinear 
points, and capital, diminutive, or pendant letters, were used instead. These 
superlinear dots were among the earliest Massoretic signs, being already 
referred to in the Mishna. They indicated that a letter ought to be elided., 
or was omitted from certain MSS,, just.as the letter 5 in the word 38 Lo 
which Mr. Snowman refers, is omitted from the Samaritan Pentateuch, Moise 
Schwab regards them as equivalent to our modern italics. The doctrine of 
the Midrash in regard to them, is: “ When the punctuated letters exceed 
the unpunctuated, interpret the former ; when the punctuated are outnumbered 
by the unpunctuated, interpret the latter,”

> INSTRUCTION OF JEWISH CHILDREN UNDER THE 
THE INSTRUCT TONDON SCHOOL BOARD. 


Sir.—In your issue of the 25th of August, you quote some remark; 
of mine respecting the religious instruction of Jewish children under 
the London School Board, and accuse me of “a Serious mis-stitement 
of facts.’ As an argument in favour of definite Christian teaching for 
Christian children, I pointed out that distinct denominational teaching 
had been given by the Board for miny years to Jewish children, 
as (1), Jewish teachers are appointed to certain schools, (2), these: teachers 
give the religious instruction in the ordinary school hours ; (3), this teaching 
is * denominational,” and in some cases the Chief Rabbi’s syllabas is employed 
—thus Jewish children are taught the Jewish religion at the expense of 
the rates. You say that “the Jewish religion and the Chief Rabbi's Code are 
not taught to Jewish pupils by the School Board at all, nor in the ordinary schoo! 
hours, As we pointed out in our issue of May 5th, they are taught under the 
auspices of the Jewish Association for the Dill asion of Religious Knowledge 
by whom the teachers are salaried for this purpose.” Lam sure you will allow 
me to re-aflirm my statement as absolutely correct, and to show that you have 
been led to contradict me by the misrepresentations of som2one who is not 
acquainted with the facts. 

Lam well aware of the religious instruction which is given owt of school 
hours: it is in addition to this that denominational instruction is given /” school! 


hours. and at these times, in at least five schools, the Chief Rabbi’s Syllabus is 


used by the teachers, /.c., when acting on behalf of the School Board as well. as 
when acting on behalt of the Jewish Association, My statement can be easily 
verified because a return as to the religious instraction given to Jewish children 
during School hours in the eight Schools more especially frequented by Jews 
has lately been made by order of the Board, and is open to the inspection of 
any ratepayer at the Board’s offices. . 

For myself, I think the arrangements by which the Jewish children obtain 
Jewish instruction at the hands of the Sshool Board, to which Jews are compelle | 
to pay rates, is equitable and proper--to compel your children to submit to 
* undenominational ” taaching from the Old and New Testaments at the hands 
of teachers of any or n) religion would be a harsh proceeding—I only want to 
see this sound principle of education extended. At the present moment these 
Jewish privileges are in some danger, whilst the rights of Christian pirents are 
being equally attacked. In the face of the common enemy all friendsof religious 
liberty should be united, and I venture to hope that I may be permitted to look 
upon you, Sir, and your readers, for sympithy and support in the struggle which

y insignificant portion of the complaint, 
ation in the metropolis where the number 
of wealthy Jews is both relatively and absolutely much larger than in the 
provinces. Iam referring to the bulk of the Jewish community of England, 
which includes rich and poor of every degree and kind. There is no denying the 
fact that where Jews are present in numbers, they are too much ce» eridence, and 
the question naturally arises: Is it necessary that it should be so? First of all, 
is it necessary that Jewish people should always congregate in one particular 


locality, and secondly, if they do so congregate, is it necessary that their presence 


should be so unmistakeably thrust upon the notice of the Gentiles 2? Whilst I 
must answer both questions in the negative, Iam afraid the first is past dealing 
with, though rising communities might perhaps take the hint and see 
that they are spread over a large area, even at the risk of having 
to walk a mile or two to synagogue. What isthe use of complaining that our 
forefathers were obliged to live in Ghettos, when we atthe same time create 
them voluntarily ? But, as I have said, this part of the question is hardly to be 
dealt with from a practical point of view, considering that the (chettos are 
already there, and that it would be next to impossible to undo them. But I 
must insist that we can do agreat deal towards diminishing the danger arising 
from too much prominence by a very simple process which is explained 
by the very few words contained in the maxim: “When you are in 
Rome, do as the Romans do.’ In order to be explicit, i will 
give one or two illustrations. Take a quarter containing a large 
number of Jews. Ona Saturday, especially in the afternoon, you see men and 
women, boys and girls, dressed in their best clothes, adorned in jewellery and 
other fineries of a more or less doubtful character, parading the principal 
streets, talking as loudly as their voices will permit them, some in intelligible 


English, some in earache-producing gibberish, gesticulating in a wild manner, | 


suggesticg the imputation of all kinds of unpleasant things, stopping every now 
and then tor a second or two to lay emphasis on some important point in the 
conversation ; all this going on uninterruptedly for a whole day, while the 
regular trafhe of the Gentiles proceeds as usual, Is it a wonder that such 
remarks as: “ Dear me, what a lot of Jews there are in this town!” are some- 
times heard from the lips of respectable looking psopte ? I will give two kinds 
of conversation, which I have personally lstened to, caused bv such 
scenes as described above. | | 

I, First Gentleman : “ My word, I never knew there were so many Jews in 
Manchester.” Second Gentleman: * Did you not? Itis nothing new to us 
who have to see this every Saturday. I verily believe they are growing in 
numbers from day to day. No wonder there are so many English work nen out 
of employment,” ete., etc. 

If. First Working-Man (who has evidently had a drop too much): “ Just 
look at them . . » Jews, how fine they are dressed with the money 
they take away from us,” | 

Second ditto: “ Aye, Bill, what a grand thing it would be if Gladstone 
would bring in an Act of Parliament t» chuck all these 
paupers out of old England,” etc., ete. 

— That is, Mr. Editor, how anti-Semitism begins, in a small way, but it is 
like a spark, 
-auy damage, but, alas! who can say that the material is not sometimes 
inflammable ? ‘Take another illustration. It is usual for the worshippers on 
High Festivals to assemble in small crowds outside their various synagogues, 
to gossip. If the synagogue isin some hack street, perhaps it does not matter 
much, but when there happen to be half-a-dozen synagogues within a stone’s 
throw of eac’d other, and all in the main read—a thing not at all unusual with 
us in Manchester—the ensembly 1s sure to give rise to language more or less 
disrespectful among the passers-by following their usual vocation. I could 
give several illustrations of the same kind, all having th2 same result, namely 
undue prominence leading to remarks disparaging to the Jews as a_ whole. 
Music and card-playing at open windows on Sundays, as mentioned in your 
leading article, is a very good instance. | 


I dare say, a good many people will ask me what remedies I suggest, after 


having pointed out the evils. “Surely.” they will say,“ you don't exnect ail 
Jewish people to hide themselves, to’ bury themselves alive!” No, I don't, 
All IT recommend them to do is to take the example of their neighbours, and 
not to make themselves prominent in any way. Do Christian people walk up 
and down the principal streets on Sunday, talking loudly and gesticulating ? 
Do they form small crowds outside their churches whilst the services are going 
on? Do they sing and play music hall songs on Sunday, with their windows 
wide open? Do they sit outside their front doors in their shirt sleeves and 
slippers, smoking and chatting ? Do they give loud parties on Sunday with 
music and dancing? No. Well, if they don’t do it, thea we must not do it 
elther. We should remember that we are living in a free and happy country, 
where as long as we don't give offence to our Gentile fellow:citizens, by making 
ourselves unduly prominent or obtrusive, no harm will probably befall us, but 
that the most gentle will kick if he has, or thinks he has, reason to be dis- 

Iconsider this a particularly opportune time for our ministers to hint to 
their congregants what risks they are running by continuing the practices which 
prevail among us, and I trust they will do their best towards averting a danger 


which J, in conjunction with a good many others, do not consider at all 
imaginary, 


As lam perfectly aware that the truth is not always welcome, and that I 
shall bring down a storm upon me, I feel tempted to hide myself behind some 
irresponsible initials, but having chiefly Manchester in my mind's eye whilst 
writing these Jines—though these remarks will, I feel sure, apply to every town 
with a large Jewish population—and not being entirely unknown among my

JEWISH COLONISATION, 


Sir,—Your correspondent “ E.O.J.” is evidently annoyed because he has 
not succeeded in “ drawing ” the Chovevi Zion Society to reply officially to his 
attacks. 

Though a member of the above society I have had no communication with 
its headquarters on the subject. As an outsider,so far as this matter 1s concerned, 
I cannot but applaud the official reticence shown. For “ E,O. J,’ who is good 
enough to accuse the society of “ vapouring,” has evidently not given himself 
the trouble even to read its rules, much lessto master the numerous publications 
issued under its auspices. Had he done so, he would know something of the 
facts, and might prove an enemy worthy of a reply. At present he must 
content himself. with his position as an anonymous individual whom no ons 
connected with the Chovevi Zion society wishes to convert to other views. No 
sensible man will argue with a disputant who declines to acquire information on 
the matter in dispute, and no charitable or other organisation should, I think, 
enter into newspaper controversy with anonymous correspondents. 

With your permission, I would now turn to the letter in your last number 
signed ‘P.’ This gentleman approaches thé question of emigration in a very 
different spirit, and one worthy of every consideration, But, as it happens, I 
am in‘ position to point out that the fields be recommends are not adapted to 
receive Jewish agricultural colonists, though for commercial agriculturists they 
might be suitable to men with some capital. Far from there being any want of 
labour in Sicily, which I know fairly well, there are many superfluous hands who 
yearly emigrate to South America. Wages are very low, and every available 
corner in the neighbourhood of the towns is cultivated. Further inland, thers 
are certainly many tracts which irrigaticn would render most fertile; but it 13 
enterprise and capital that are wanted, not working men, An intelligent Jew 
might do much worse than to purchase a few hundred acres in a suitable pos - 
tion, and adapt them to orange, or other fruit gardens, or to raising flowers for 
perfumers, by irrigation : but this would require special experience and a fair 
amount of capital; nor would it pay such a man to import Jewish labour, 

The climate is very like that of Palestine itself, but the winters are 
generally milder. The soil is no more fruitful thin thit of Syria, bat the 
available or waste lands are far less in extent, and the price of irr.gated or 
naturally fertile land is enormous,

THE LABOURLESS AND THE LABOUR-TEST. 


Sirr—We were recently indebted to the enterprise of your valuable organ 
for a most lucid and luminous statement by the Rev. 8. A. Barnett in favour 
of the application of a labour-test to certain categories of the Jewish poor. 
It has been a source of no slight surprise and regret to me, that this authori- 


tative view has elicited no comment in your columns either on the part of 


exponent or opponent. With the sure, instinctive touch of an experienced 
social physician, Mr. Barnett has laid bare to our view a radical, but eradicable 
defect in our philanthropic system. I trust that it will not be accounted a 
resumption in me, )f, following in the wake of so high an authority and acting 
in default of a worthier champion, I venture to urge upon your readers with 
such poor power as in me hes, the truth of the labour-test principle, and both 
the desirableness and feasibleness of the labour-test 1n practice. 

At the present moment the application of the labour-test to certain sections 
of our poor has become a matter of imperative necessity. No long period has 
elapsed since the Jewish Board of Guardians, and more notably the Russo- 
Jewish Committee, inaugurated, by a splendid and succ-ssful effort, a new policy 
in dealing with the claimants on their bounty. The new system of thorough- 
hess in investigation and adjudication fully ensures the worthy treatment of 
the worthy. In far less degree does it secure the treatment of the uncerserving 
according to their deserts. If tbe investigation-test is the standard and 
measure of merit, the Jabour-test is toa still greater extent the standard and 
measure of demerit. Tne adoption of a labour-test in reference to the able- 
bodied forms at once the natural development and the crowning consummation 
of a policy at present in force. I do not enjoy the privilege of access to the 
records of the Russo-Jewish Bureau, but it isa matter of common report that 
a vast proportion of those, for whom employment was found by that institution, 
refused such employment, frequently with indignation. They had applied for 
relief—not for work. Th's suggestive fact grows yet more fruitful in suggestion, 
when we remember that cases referred to the Bureau are specially selected 
from the miss of applicants on account of their exceptional fitness and hope- 
fulness. _We must not disguise from ourselves, although we would fain 
disguise from the outside world that a large section of the present recipients 
of charitable relief, fall within the meaning of the term “ incorrigible rogue 
and vagabond.” 

fear, Sir, that the foregoing statement may raise a storm of 
dissent from the sensitive and sentimental, but Tam assured that it will also 
elicit a fair strong current of assent on the part of those who unite courage 
with caution and sense with sentiment. I would appeal to my fellow-workers 
to contirm from their experience that much thought and money 1s expended 
fruitlessly upon cases, owing to the lack of a labour-test in the first resort. I 
would also appeal to the Russian Bureau, who possess full and exbaustive 
‘records, to attest that an appalling proportion of their cases must be said to 
rank in the category “incorvigib'e rogues and vagabonds.” The utility of the 
labour-test, moreover, 1s preventitive as well as curative. How often do we 
feel, when we have handed relief toa comparatively promising case, that we 
are defeating our ends by promoting dependence rather than independence ! 
How many immigrants might be saved from a career of: mendicity and men- 
dacity, if the first act of charity were the return for an act of labour faithfully 
performed! The establishment of a Jabour-test is as necessary on financial 
us it is advisable on prudential grounds, The increased assistance now accorded 
to deserving cases is of course preductive of an increased strain upon the 
resources of our charitable bodies, That strain must in part be relieved by the 
gradual formation of black lists, containing the names of those, who having 
failed to respond to to the test, are ineligible for help. | | 

The argument from experience would, I doubt not, appeal forcibly to our 
community of shrewd business men, but I feel, Sir, that I must not trespass on 
your patience and on that of your readers by dwelling at length upon that 
argument. I will merely indicate the German and Dutch labour colon‘es, the 
French and German houses of correction,and the Church and Salvation Army 
labour yards as approximate examples of the labor-testinaction. I would alsorefe- 
to the beneficent activity of the United Hebrew Charities, which institution 
provides employment on an even larger scale than it provides relief. E mploy- 
ment was found by them in the course of last year for over 5.00) immigrants, 
representing 25) souls, or, more aptiy, 25.000 hungry mouths. I need hardly 
mention that the Eng!ish Poor Law system includesa labour test. Thiscircumstar.ce 
however, is peculiarly relevant, because the Jewish Board professes to replace 


the Poor Law in refereace to Jews, Sucha profession of competence will only - 
be justified when the vital Poor Law principle of a labour t:st is adopted by 


the Board. It has been proposed that the Jewish community should erect a 
workhouse, or avravge for the admission of Jews to the English workhouse. I 
feel conndent, however, that our deep sense of the sanctity of domestic ties 
will never suffer us to adopt the workhouse-system. The labour-test will give 
us all the advantages of the English system with none of its disadvantages, 
The last report of the Jewish Board contains an ofticial pronouncement 
against the labour-test, on the following grounds:—(1) That wood-cutting 
carried on by casual labour, would result ina loss (2) That their competition 
would be denounced as unfair. (3) That they would have to pay each man 
enough to support his family, but more than he could earn, and also that the 
employment provided would be regarded as permanent, and would inducs immi- 
gration, (4) That very few people who will not work procure relief from the 


Board, (5) That the test is not requisite, and that applicati af w

I will deal with the above objections as briefly as possible, (1) The wood- |

' think your readers will conclude that it is easier to pronounce that a thing 


cannot be done than to set to work to do it, 

I will not attempt on the present occasion to elaborate the practical details 
of a labour-test scheme. I anticipate that it would be found advisable to follow 
closely in the steps of existing labour yards. The Jewish labour-yard should 
be rendered an effective means of dealing with immigrants. The discipline of 
labour and tuition in the English language should proceed hand in hand. The 
inculeation of habits of cleanliness, truthfulness aud independence should form 
part of the routine. The goods produced should be disposed of to members of 
the community. Why should not the beadles of our congregations be empowered 
to sell, in addition to the requisites of our religion, the sanctified fruit of honest 
labour—good firewood for Jewish hearths ? 

In conclusion I must express my sorrow that I have been forced to refer in 
terms of dispraise toa section of my co-religionists, It has frequently been 
said that “every country has the Jew it deserves.” If that be the case, we 
must surely expect that there will be a large proportion of doubtful characters 
among the immigrants hailing from the Russian Empire. We must endeavour 
to meet this evil by a process of sifting and testing and by a judicious unten of

Sir.—While thanking you reviewer for his kindly criticism of the first of my 

Seven Stories, I would crave a few lines in the next issue of your valuable paper 
to refer to the three extracts from the “ Rabbi of Moscow,” to which he takes, 
exception. “Why the goblets in the Ark should be filled with wine on the 
day before Passover, ‘1 know not.’’’ The scene of the story is laid in Russia, 
and probably your Reviewer is not aware that sucha custom does prevail in 
that country. But even were it not so, surely it is admitted and justified that 
novelists and poets are usually allowed considerable license in the play of 
their imaginings, and for the purpose of working out great moral lessons and 
showing great wrongs, it is not always convenient, or even possible, to adhere 
strictly to the rubric. That “the Ark is the repository of the tahles of the 
Covenant among the Jews,” 1s borne out by the authorities which I refer to 
below.* 
- On the third point, “that prosecution never for long fettered the Jewish 
intellect,” I would remind my critic that, while admitting and recognising that 
in this free and liberal-minded land, the intellect of the Jew bears favourable 
comparison with that of his fellow men, it cannot be denied that centuries of 
oppression and suppression in Russia and other countries, fully justified Leah’s 
lament : :

JOSEPH BARROW MONTEFIORE. 


Joseph Barrow Montefiore, who died at Brighton last Monday in his 91st. 


year, belonged to that older generation of his distinguished family of which the 
late Sir Moses Montetiore—his firet cousin—was long the venerable patriarch. 
There is now only one survivor of that generation, Mr. Montefiore’s elder brother 
Jacob, who is in his 93rd year. Joseph Barrow Montefiore was the youngest of 
the three sons of Eliezer Montefiore, of Barbaidoes and London, by his wife 
Judith, a granddaughter of Simon Barrow, of Amsterdam. He was born on 
June 24,1803, and received his early efucation at Hurwitz’s school at Highgate, 
where he was contemporary with the late Walter Josephs, Sir David Salomons, 
Philip Salomons, and Barnard Van Oven. Thence he was sent to Mr. Garcia’s 
Academy at Peckham, the aristocratic Jewish school of its day. Among 
his schoolfellows at the latter establishment were Lionel and Anthony 
de Rothschild, David (. MWenriques, Joseph Samuel, John Mocatta 
and Abraham Mocatta. On leaving school, he was articled to a firm 
of tea-brokers in St. Swithin’s Lane, his oflizes facing New Court, where 
his cousin Sir Moses Montefiore then lived, next door to Nathan Rothschild. Mr. 
Montefiore preserved a clear recollection of these early days, and his repertory of 
anecdétes relating to Nathan Rothschild was inexhaustible. He frequently visited 
his old schoolfellows Lionel and Anthony at their father’s house at Stamford Hill, 
and on one occasion, in 1824, was present at a soirée when Rossini and his wife 
performed before the assembled compiny. In 1820, during the mayoralty of Sir 
William Magnay, he became one of the twelve ‘Jew brokers” in the city of 


London, purchasing the privilege for €1,590, Ic has been stated that he was the > 


last of the “Jew brokers,’ but this is a mistake. During the same year he 
married Rebecca, daughter of Daniel Mocatta. Mr. Montefiore did not remain 
long in the city, but seized a favourable opportunity of emigrating to Australia, 
where several members of his family were already settled. His brother Jacob 
Montetiore was, indeed, one of the founters of the colony of South Australia, and 
is now the sole survivor of the ten commissioners appointed for that purpose by 
the Government of William ITV. in 1835. Montefiore Hill in Adelaide is named 
after him. Mr. Josep: Montefiore settled in New South Wa'es, where. he pros- 
pered exceedingly. He traded ia purtaership with his brother, and made many 
fortunate speculations in town allotments. Among other memorials of his stay in 
the colony isa township named Mo:tefiore which he founded and which is 
situated at the junction of the Bell and Macqnarry rivers in Wellington 
Valley. Together with h’s brother he founded the Bank of Australia. He 
was also one of the chief  egents in the organisation of 
the Jewish congregation in Sydney. In conjanction with Mr. Michael Phillips, 
he obtained in 1852 a grant of land from the Government for a Jewish burial 
place. At the same time, he helped to form th+ Jewish residents into a Society, 
which rented a room for the regular performance of divine worship, This was 
the beginning of the Sydney Hebrew Congregation, of which Mr. J. B. Montetiore 
was elected the first President. 

On retiring from business, Mr. Monteliore settled in London, and became a 
member of the congregation of British Jews. He belonged, however, to the 
old school of Reformers, and had scint sympathy with the forward movements 
of his juniors. Hle was deeply though not ostentatiously pious, and, like his 
father-in-law, delighted in composing prayers for his own use and the use of his 
family. He was very proud of his family, and collected a larze number of 
interesting documents relating to its history. To the Jeuish Chronicle he once 
contributed—in 1876—an interesting sketch of the fortunes of the Montetiore 
family. Asa companion, he was delightful—the inedited Greville of the com- 
munity. Ilis memory was prodigious, and his stock of anecdotes endless. He 
had a keen sense of humour, and the whole art of the raconteur. Moreover, he 
had known everybody of consequence in the community during the last eighty 
years, and had watched intelligently every important public movement during the 
gaine period. | 

He leaves ten daughters and three sons, several of whom are married. Mrs. 
Montetiore died in 1835. | L. W.

WORK IN JEWISH BAKERIES. 


— 


A Deputation from the International Bakers’ Union was received on 
Sunday morning by the Chief Rabbi at his otfice in Finsbury Square, with 
reference to the sweating which the men assert is practised in Jewish bakeries. 


Mr. E, Guitarorr said the Union consisted solely of Jewish bakers, and 
they had come to the Chief Rabbi in the hope that he would assist them in 
destroying a system which they had found to be intolerable. The men worked 
on an average from 1S to 20 hours a day, and had no time allowed for meals. 


The Cuter Raspt: Do youreally mean‘to say you work 18 hours a day ? 


Mr, GvuILARorF said on some days they worked 16 hours, and on others 21 
hours, They went to work at five or six o'clock in the evening, and kept on till 
twelve or one o'clock the next afternoon. The average wages earned by the men 
ovly amounted to 103. per week. The foreman received 243., the second hand 12s., 
and the third hands 1()s., and sometimes as little as 63. per week. The bakehouses 
were, in many instances, in a frightful insanitary condition, A member of 
Parliament who recently visited an Eist Had bakehous2 nearly fainted after 
being in it for two or three minutes. As Jews, the men complained that they 
could not, under their present conditions of labour, fulfil their religious duties, 


They left off work on Friday evening, but they had to begin again at two 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon.

He wasalso gricvel to kaow that 
Jewish bakers tail to work such long hours, for, if the statements made were 


true, it seemed to him that some of the employers” were guilty 
of great inhuminity. When:he heard of the sweating which went 


on in the tailoring and bootmaking trades, he exerted himself, and was 
able, with the assistance of the masters, to secure better conditions for the 
men, and he hoped he would be able to succeed in obtaining some alleviation 
for the bakers represented by the Deputation.—(tlear, hear). Of course, it

ALTHOUGH not marked by any epoch-making incident or striking achievement, 
the Jewish year which will expire on Sunday evening has not been altogether 
without interest in the present or effect upon the future. 

In home affairs, the administration of the relief of the poor has been pressed 
prominently upon attention. This is not surprising in face of the increased 
immigration and severe depression in trade. The priaciples upon which Jewish 
charitable relief should be administered have been much discussed—not quite as 
dispassionately as the nature of the subject might have suggested—with the result - 
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that a “New Departure” has been initiated. The effect, we are told, will be that 


more painstaking consideration than ever will be given to individual cases. At any 


rate, although the Board of Guardians itself has been reduced to a poverty- 


stricken condition with not nearly enough money to meet its own daily wants, an 
increased army of workers has_ been enlisted to battle with the problem of poor 
relief in its various forms. Among other agencies brought into play by the 
Russo-Jewish Committee is an Employment Bureau, a feature not altogether 
Much acerbity was introduced into the discussion owing to the disin- 
terested thoroughness with which conflicting opinions were maintained by two 
sich able men as Mr. N. 8S. Josern, the leading spirit and advocate 
of the “New Departure,” and Mr. Lionen L. ALEXANDER, who repre- 
sented the accumulated experience of the Board of Guardians. In the end, a 
compromise was effected resulting in a fusion of the two sets of visitors, but 
Mr. ALEXANDER declined to work under conditions which in his opinion were 
unsuitable, and he resigned the position of Honorary Secretary of the Board 
which he had so ably and conscientiously filled since the death of the late 
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SypneY M. SAMUEL. The Board of Guardians is not the institution 
that finds its financial position unsatisfactory. In March, Lord Rotusciip 
presided at a meeting at the Central Synagogue to organise a canvass 
in aid of the Free School. As the result, £5,000 was collected, the annual 
subscription list was augmented, and more willingness.than hitherto shown by 
past pupils to support the school. <A sister Institution, the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School, had the bonefit of the advocacy of the Attorney Genera!, Sir CHARLES 
Rvs-ELL, at a Festival Dinner held in February. An attempt was made to raise 
an Endowment Fund for Jews’ College, but the enthusiasm in its support scarcely 
extended beyond the Rev. S. Sincrer, who raised £800 for this object. 

As.an effective means of helping Russian refugees to acquire a knowledge of 
English, the Russo-Jewish Committee established Evening Classes for adults at 
several centres, and published a “ Yiddish-English” vocabulary prepared by the 
competent hands of Mr. Joser# Jacops and Mr. Hermann Lanpav. To provide 
for the physical needs of Jewish foreign working men, a Home, on eelf-supporting 
principles, was established chiefly through the advocacy of Mr. 8. ALEXANDER and 
the generosity of Lady Roruscui_p and Mrs. N. Monvrerrore, but it is understood 
that the wishes of the founders have not yet been fully realised. 

The Iminigration (Question, after being the subject of sporatic out- 
breaks of unfriendly comments against the “pauper alien,’ was discussed 
in the House of Commons—at a Saturday morning sitting on February 
11th—on an amendment to the Address moved by Mr. J. Lowruer. In 
the debate the plea for restriction was effectively challenged in speeches 
by Mr. GLADSTONE, Mr. Munper.a, Sir Diike, Sir JULIAN GOLpsMip, 
Baron F. pe Roruscuinp, Mr. B. L. Conen and, last buat not Teist, by 
Mr. Samver Monracu, the member for Whitechapel. The debates was 
valuable in ascertaining the nature of the controversy, which has engaged 
much less public attention ever since. Perhaps the most valuable contribution to 
the discussion wa3 made by Sir Cuaries Ditke, who spoke for the first time on 
that occasion since his return to Parliament. But it must not be supposed that 
Sir GoLpsmin,—who not only as a representative Jew, but more 
particularly as Chairman of the Russo-Jewish Committee was accepted by the 
House as an authority on the question—was not fully equal to the occasion. On 
the contrary, his calm yet forcible presentation of the case he advocated fully 
showed the hollowness of the arguinents of those who desired legislative restric- 
tion of immigration. The speeches of Mr. Guapstone and Mr. Muypenra 
evidenced much sympathy with the Jewish cause ; and Mr. Lowruen’s amend- 
ment was rejected by a Jarge majority. As an outcome of the debate, two 
Commissioners were appointed by the Government to visit the United States and 
report upon the Immigration (Question, One of the Commissioners was Mr. Davin 
SCHLOss, to whose qualifications Mr. was enabled to bear eloquent 
testimony as a rebuke to those who questioned his fitness, owing apparently tot e 
grotesque reason that his name is ‘ foreign.” 

There had been previously published in America a Report on the Immi- 
gration (Juestion as affecting the United States by two Commissioners who had 
visited Russia. This document is a formidable indictment against the Russian 
Ggoverninent for its arbitrary and cruel treatment of the Jews. The opinions 
formed during the journey through those parts of. the Muscovite dominion 
inhabited by Jews were more frankly expressed by Dr. KeMpstEn 
at a Banquet—at which he was a guest—given by The Maccabwins to 
welcome home Ceolonel on his’ return from the Argentine. 
His pessimistic views were more than. confirmed on that occasion 
by Mr. Kennan, the Siberian traveller, The misery of the present, 
we were told, was buat the forerunner of greater horrors in the 
future, until Russia had driven the Jews from the land or buried thein 
it. Quite a despairing spirit seized upon those present, which Colone! 
GaoLpsMID did not altogether allay by his speech on the resulis of bis experience 
as Director of the Hirsch colonies in the Argentine. Baron pe Hirscu attended 
the Annual Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association, to which he 
had assigned 3,600 shares of the Jewish Colonization Association. In the 
first Annual Report of the Colonisation Association the past year’s working 
was explained in detail. New directors in the Argentina have been 
appointed, but it has been made clear that stupendous difficulties will have 
to be surmounted before the iJeas and wishes of Baron de Hirscu can be fully 
realised. | | 

Russia has not a monopoly in Jewish persecution, for the relentless cruelty 
of its Government is imitated vy its near neighbour, Roumania, where further 
educational restrictions have been imposed upon the Jews, and they have even 
been excluded from hospitals to which they contribute. And although the 
Sultan of Morocco has denounced the persecution of Jews, his prohibition is 
ineffectual, for Jews and Jewesses have been mercilessly flogged in the city of’ 
Morocco. The Sultan of Turkey, with true regard to the welfare of his Empire, 
abrogated the prohibition against Jews acquiring land in Palestine, and His 
Majesty is considering the question of admitting Jews into the Turkish Army, a 
concession that would have inestimable value in securing them more friendly 
consideration by their Mussulman fellow-subjects. 


Such consideration has not been shown to the Jews in democratic liberty- 
loving Switzerland, for as the result of a popular vote, by means of the 
Referendum, Shechita will become illegal and the poleaxe the statutory method 
of killing animals for food. Anti-Semitism still continues rampant in Germany, 
where, despite AnLWwarn?’s being disgraced in Parliament and legally proved to 
be a base calumniator, there was a large increase in the number of anti Semitic 
members of the Reichstag at the recent General Election There were some 
mpensations, SrickeR bas virtuaily disappeirel from public life 
and the German Chancellor denounced the agitation in unmeasured terms. In 
Austria—where Rirrer voN Gomperz has been created a Peer—the Emperor 
described anti-Semitism as ‘“‘a disgrace in the eyes of the whole world,” ‘ 
shame and a scandal.” In France, too, Daumont was defeated at the General 
Election and the Marquis bE Monks, his disciple and dupe, has been placed & 


“withthe ceneurrence of his co-trustees, consented to lend the 


restraint. Both France and have an exhibition 


of Jewish munificence, Baron ALPHONSE Roruscainp, of Paris, presented a 
million francs, in memory of his daughter Baroness Berrixa, for the benefit of 
lyi Ing-in w omen in hospitals ; and Baron Naruanien t 


Roruscuttp offered his 
Castle at Reichenau for a Consumptive 


Hospital, an offer which was not 
accepted owing to local circumstances unconnected with any conditions attached 
tothe gift by thedonor. The hateful “ Blood Accusation ” was revived at Malta 
by the circulation of a pamphlet-which obtained fictitious importance through 
its bearing the imprimatur of the local Catholic Archbishop. The anxiety of 
the Maltese Jews was, however, soon allayed by the prompt action of the 
Colonial Office, whose attention was directed ty their daoger by the Board of 
Deputies. 

Returning to ILome affairs, the venerable, ill-attended Hambro Synagogua 
was closed in November last, the “death scene” being. conducted with the 
solemnity associated with the traditional service prescribed for such rare ovea- 
sions. The few remaining members are, for the time being, without a suitable 
place of worship, the Hall of the Great Synagogue t» which they first 
‘“ removed,” having been found unsatisfactory.. When the seatholders agreed to 
the razing of the building, they laid down the condition that a new synagogue 
should be erected on an acceptable site within two miles of the old edifice. But 
some delay has inevitably occurred in satisfying their requirements, more espe- 
cially as this simple conditioa his been tacked oa to the mora complex and 
much debated East End Scheme of the Unite! Synagogue, A proposal was 
brought before the General Council to purchase a site, for upwards of eight 
thousand pounds, 1a Commercial Street, Spitalhelds, for the erection of a large 
synagogue, specially designed to acc: omintid’ ate the enormous number of foreign 
Jews abounding in that distric’. In conse yuence of strenuous opposition—chietl y 
of those interested in existing synagogues, particularly the Chevras—Lord Roru 
SCHILD ones more withdrew the Scheme. The absence of permanent provision 
for public worship for the thousands of foreign Jewsin the Mist End necessitates 
temporary arranzements for the Festivals being made at several centres by the 
United Svnagogue. Special interest is lent to the arrangements made. this year 
owing to Mr. PLN. ros, the well-known Evangelical missionary, having, 
(Gireat Assembly 
Hall in Mile End for Jewish Services on New Yeir and the Day of Atonemeat. 

New Synagogues have been consecrated at Dublin, Manchester (¢ Brody.’) 
Southport, Aberdeen and Blickburn. In the provinces generally there has been 
increased activity shown in synagogal, educational and charitable administration, 
Portsmouth has the unenvinrble distinction of creating scandal by dragging its 
internal diseensions before the public. In the course of a pastoral tour in the 
spring, the announced at Birmingaam that it was his intention to 
convene a Conference (lay and clerical) to consider Religious Education, Public 
Worship and Charitable Work generally. 

The Rev. A. Lowy, after tiftw years’ faithful service, resigned his 
position as a Minister of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, anl the Rev. 
Morris JosEru was elected Delegate Senior-Minister, though net without some 
opposition from a few malcontents. In this agreeable way a sphere has been 
found for one of the most spiritual-;ninded of our Enylish-trained ministers who 
had previously to pay the penalty of inhibition for declining to trim his sails ‘ 
suit orthodox notions. Before this election, Sir Gorpssip preached at 
Jerkeley Street, and he made cleir to the community that there were yet further 
heights of Synagogue Reform to which ardent spirits among us.are looking 
forward to reach, and co ild not regard as inaccessible, however much they might 
seem at the moment to be unattainable. No Jess interest was aroused at the 
appearance for the first time in the palpn of that synizogu- of Mer. 
G. who had several times previously prea: hed to orthodox congre- 
gations, Sir algo returned, as a preacher, to the scene of his former 
ministerial duties. In addition totheselaymen Mr. F.D. Mo. vread portions of the 
Services on several occasions. At the other pole of religious life in London 
Lord RorhscuHitp appeared in the Pulpit, reading the Lesson from the Prophets, 
in English, at the Service on the Day of Atonement at the Free School. 
At the Free Services in Stepney the Rev. B. Scuewzik; zealous. spiri: 
among the foreign peor, gave indication of what a man who understands 
and is understoo1 by the Russian Jew cin do without arousing opposition. 
Piyutim were not only omitted fro: n the Ritual but. the worshippers abstained 
from falling on their knees, to avoid dangerous confusion in so large an assembly 
at a solemn part of the 8 3r03 ice. Under the auspices of the Visitation Committee 
of the United Synagogue arrangements have been made for the spiritual welfareof 
the Jewish soldier. The Rev. F. GL. Coven, an enthusiast in the cause, has 
been appointed Jewish Visiting Minister at Aldershot.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
AUSTRALIA. 


Some months ago the authorities of the S5 dney University wrote to the Jewish 
Education Board in that city asking them what holidays took place in September, 
in order that they might have regard for the same in fixing the dates of the 
September examinations. ‘The required inform sion Was supplied, but to the 
surprise of the Board on the programing being issued, it was fouad that both 
New Year's Day, [ith September, and the Day of Atonement, 2):h September, 
were comprised therein, ‘Tne president, the Rev, A. B. Davis, caused a letter 
to be written to the Registrar of the University on the subject, to waich a reply 
has been received stating that in making up the time-table the examination was 
fixed for 2Ush September for those sub) acts which were least taken up by candi- 
dates, viz..

An iateresting caremony was performed in Jeruzalem on the loth August, 
when the Chachain Bashi rezeived from the Governor the Trad’ of the Sultan 
confirming his election. The Chacham Bashi went in pree ssion to the residence 
of the Governor, preceded by his attendants, who held silver staves in their 
hands, and followed by all the leading members of the community. The 
imperial letter was borne ona silver salver.

Just at this very moment, Dr, Sticker. the anti-Semite, has 
sailed from Hamburg for New York, to make a lecturing tour of the United 
States. These violent speeches, disorderly meetings and public parades are 
ammunition for Sticker to use against us, M ay the Lord protect us from 32 
anti-Jewish agitation !”’

The literary record of the Jewish year 5553 is hardly a brilliant one, . Dr. 
Steinschneider’s great work on the Hebrew Translators of the Middle Ages 
alone redeems the year from mediocrity, But this unfavourable verdict needs 
a good deal of qualification, The year, though poor in performance, has not 
been poor in promise, There has been an exceptionally strong and well- 
maintained effort to popularise Jewish literature ; and, perhaps this is the more 
important feature of the two, the band is constantly . growing of those who 
feel that the lighter, the more human, the more religious sides of Jewish 
literature are as worthy of their conscientious labours as are the dry-as-dust 
topics of a scientific scholarship. It is useless to appeal to the Jewish public 
to interest itself in Jewish literature, unless you will take the trouble to deal 
with subjects that interest it, and in an interesting style, 


Hence it is a fortunate thing that just at the moment when many fore 
are at work to wean Jews off into general channels, the rival tendency wa 
been so powerfully felt.. Jewish scholars are at last devoting themselves 
to deep theological questions. And this is not all. Popular works 
on the Talmud, on the Jewish ‘liturgy, on Jewish history ; Inglish 
and German translations of Jewish poetry, and Midrashic anthologi.s 
have been more numerous curing the past year than at any previous 
period, ‘Then, too, from the other side the outlook is equally bright. There 
has been a new birth of energy in the translation of European works into 
Hebrew. This process, of making the musterpieces of European authorship 
available to those to wLom Hebrew is still the only literary larguage. is of 
course no new one,: But it may be doubted whether the process is not being 
more vigorously prosecuted now than before. At least one is temptcd to 
believe so. 

And another feature of the year has been the wider interest felt in 
Jews themselves, This interest has reflected itself in the literature of the 
year. ‘There has been quite a rage for books, especially for novels, in 
whica the Jewish interest predominates. Me. Zingwill led the way with his 
“Children of the Ghetto,” the suecess of whic’ has been remarkable. He 
has followed this up by other novels on Jewish 
Tragedies”? and “ The King of Schnorrers” show 
and humour. Mr. Walter Besant’s “ Rebel Queen” 
of her youth; the story is too like a tract t» be qnite aceaptablo as an 
addition to light literature. Mr. Grant Allen and several others 
failen in with the stream,and we even seem threatened with an invasion of 
mediocre foreign ‘stories, suc as Krazowski’s The Jew.’ The interes* in 
Jews has, however, unhappily showa itself in another direction: there has 
been a conspicuous increase ducing 18)3 of anti-Semitic literature. and of 
pre Semitic literature. Of the tw 9, tne latter elass is perhaps the less

Dr. Friedlinder’s forthcoming leaflet appendix to the Revised Version of 
the Old Testament, in Friedmann’s Biblical essays, in Dr. Biichler’s Massoretic 
and Pentatcuchal studies, in the second part of Graetz’s “ Emendationes ” 
which has appeared as a New Year's gift, in Professor Bacher's exegetical 
publications, in the proposed American and Hungarian translations of the Old 
Testament for and by Jews, nor has the revival been chiefiy evidenced by the 
augmentation of the Jewish contributors to the Z. A. T. W. It has not only 
been witnessed in the gradual awakening of Jewish theologians to the fact that 
their theories of Inspiration need revising, or at least reconsidering. There 
has been a fresh movement towards the study of the New Testament by Jews, 
Giidemann has led the way. ably and with profound insight. Others are fol- 
lowing. The New Testament will never be understood of Christians until 
Jews have devotedly investigated, analysed and annotated it. We badly want a 
Jewish Commentary to the New Testament, and, unless I entirely misread the 
signs of the times, this want will not for very long go unsupplied. 


Side by side, tle two movements have gone yn, the one a movement of 
specialisation, the other a movement of absorption. Within, the Jew has been 
specialising, He has been forming local Jew ih Historical Societies in America, 
England and Hungary. He has been devoting himself to the smaller details of 
his ancient literature. But on the other hand, he has been widening his interests, 
Neyer before were there so many Jewish Ja urns lists and literateurs both in the 
Old World and the New ; Jewish writers, Jewish novelists, Jewish historians and _ 
Jewish workers in the world’s literature. And this general tendency has reacted 
on the internal conditions. As I have shown, the Je w within is gaining a love 
for his literature by being sh :own that his literature is human, responds to his. 
aspirations and belongs to his life. And w hen : this cain be said of a year which 
has been marked by a fairly average crop of “scientifis ” works, who can faith- 
fully assert thatit has bee en quite barren of promise or even of fulfilment ”

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SHOPHAR NOTES. 


Shophar notes are of two kinds, musical and unmusical, It 1s necessary to 
begin with this statement, since there will probably be readers of these lines 


whose experience of Shophar notes is limited to stifled gurgles or agonized | 
screams, These may be shown footprints on the sands of time which may cause 


them to take heart again, inasmuch as mcompetent “ Masters of ‘Tekiah” were 
so frequently met with in the past that a Rabbinical dictum has been recorded 
to the effect that “all sounds on the Shophar are satisfactory —in a ritual sense 
only being of course understood, | 

“The sou nding of the ram’s horn, indeed, 1s as mucha matter of pure skill 
and practice as the sounding of any other wind instrument, and grimaces and 
the risking of bloodvessels are as unnecessary for the production of ringing 
blasts upon the Shophar as they are out of place in the house of worship... lt 
is not because vigorous exertion on the Sabbath day is deprecated that when 
the New Year falls ona Saturday the sounding of the Shophar is postponed 
until Sunday. 

Yet the © Master of Tekiah,” who finds fauit with his tool is not invariably 
a bid workmin. Few and far between, and correspondingly precious, are 
really good specimens of this liturgical instrument. In constructing a Shophar, 
the horn is manipulated but roughly, usually getting into hot water soon after 
the bony core is removed, It appears to be an ancient practice to moisten it 
at another stage of its career, just before being scunded, as the. customary 
vinegar and water softens any rough shreds or edges in the bore and ensures a 
far easier execution and a much more brilliant tone. 

The “points” of a promising Shophar may be briefly summed up. The 
wide end (which, for want of a better term, we may eall the bell) should have 
been pared down as thin as consistent with rigidity in order that the tone may 
be ringing. ‘The bore pierced through the solid portion of the horn should be 
evlindrical, open into the exact apex of the bell, and above all be smooth and 
regular, otherwise the tones producible will be devoid of clearness and musical 
quality, Then the mouthpiece should have been moulded in the shape of a 

circular cone, acute rather than blunt, with the rim all in one plane, in order 


that it may be pressed close in to the fleshy part of the right lips in the | 


orthodox position, and respond at once to a moderately sharp tonguing. 
Finally the ram’s horn should be at least a foot long in the bore so that the 
pitch of the notes may be low enough for a round full tone. Sucha Shophar I 
call “ promising,” because the construction of the instrument is so empirical 
that one cannot invariably foretell the success of a chosen horn, | 

Perhaps itis in order that the patience of the “ Master of Tekiah’’ may 
be chastened long before the same process is gone through by the con- 
cregation for whom he officiates, that the shops display a temporary heap 
of short, curly, thick, irregular horns with a mouthpiece of any geomet- 
rical or ungeometricil shape otber than the desired circle or oval, The 
tone of these Shopharlets must be fearfully and wonderfully shrill, as the 
pitch must necessarily be well up in the higher octaves. It can scarcely 
be urged in explanation and excuse that the ovine horn of these 
degenerate days is smaller than thos2 which former generations of East 
hind Hebrew booksellers sold. The Shophar belonging to Mrs. J. Levi. 
which was discovered in the foundations on rebuilding premises in Leadenhall 
Streetin [s55,is supposed to date back to the pre-Expulsion period of the twelfth 
or thirteenth century, It is precisely lke a modern Shophar in shape, and it 
also is short and therefore shrill in pitch. Farther, the, bell is excessively thick, 
the bore is neither straight nor central, indeed, ranning so near the side that it 
has broken right through ; besides which theembouchure is atrocious. I havea 
theory that this particular horn is in reality quite modern, that it was the 
unskilful attempt of some Jewishamateur of the last century then resident in 
Leadenhall Street, and that having spoilt the horn for ritual purposes 
by piercing the side, his feelings of reverence for an object devoted 
tosacred use did not permit him to cast it away, but he preferred 
to bury it,say in the cellar, Perhaps he was more suczessful with a longer 
horn, | | 

Aa ideal Shophar would be one made of the huge horn of a Rocky 
Mountain sheep. There was a fine specimen in the Anglo-Jewish Historical 
Exhibition brought from Aden, and made from the splendid horn of a koodoo. 
For although the ram's horn is ritually preferable, the horn of any sheep, goat, 
or antelope growing separate from its core, is in emergency permissible, but 


never that of any of the ox family. This Aden Shophar and those of the 


Baghdad and Bombay Jews are spiralin shape. On the other hand, one now 
belonging to Mr. Frank Hues, and used in the Great Synagogue about ore 
hundred years ago, is practically straight. But the ritually preferable shape is 
that of the ancient Roman ecavalry-trumpet of bronze, which. with the augur’s 
rod of the same form, was known asthe //fwus, or crook, Samm. Some few horns, 
again, are carved with flowing curves encircling inscriptions, chiefly texts in 
Hebrew, but this practice is not commended by the Rabbins. While it is per- 
mitted to cap the Shophar with a crown of precious metal, so long as the tone 
is thereby 'n no way changed, no metal may be applied to. the mouthpiece, 
Generally, it is considered sufficient to carve the edges of the bell in the figure 
of a coronet. | 
_ The Shophar may be classed rather with the trumpet and horn family than 
with the bugles, cornets and euphoniums. Like all these it produces notes of the 
harmonic rauge of the column of airit encloses, formed by the varying pres- 
ak oe the \ ibrating surface of the lips dividing the air column into aliquot parts. 
esol eing after all a very rude form of trumpet, it cannot like its brazen 
oe produce harmonics of several degrees, ranging from the third or fourth 
to aghbae or sixteenth. On the ordinary Shophar only two or three, or at 
me ae prtere can be produced even by the most skilful performer. In his 
usica ‘ostruments at the Royal Military Extbition.

ago. In that composition the Shophar is wisely limited to a solitary note. G. 
The Shophar-calls employed in the Ritual consist of two notes only, the 
interval being, according to the particular instrument, either a fourth, a fifth, or 
an octave, the last being usually forced to a minor ninth, But as Captain Day 
justly remarks, “ Greater attention is piid to the rhythm or tonguing than the 
actual sounds.’ Thus I cannot follow Sulzer in imagining that zal 
“ Masters of Tekiah” used the octave for Tekiah and Shebarim, and the upper 
fourth only for Teruah, He was misled by the very interesting attempt at 
notation in the Codex Stern 74 of the Parma library, a manuscript of the end 
of the 14th century, which gives the following diagram as “Simani noti” 
for the Shophar-calls,

The scribe, in my opinion, did not wish to designate an almost impossible 
feat on an ordinary Shophar, which usually sounds two notes and two only,a 
fifth or else an octave apart; but he strove, I think, to mark that the duration 
of each of the three similar calls which together form Shebarim is t> be mach 
shorter than that of the single long call which forms Tekiah, or of the equally 
prolonged double-tongued note which characterises Teruah. This method of 
sounding would ‘be in full accordance with the instructions of the Rabbins.on 
that very point. | 

I should surmise it was for the sake of the “ Master of Tekiah”’ (or to 


translate the customary * Baal Tokea” more accurately, the “ gentleman who 


blows’) that the custom originated of sounding the Shophar at Morning Service 
if not also at Evening Service, throughout the month of Ellul. For as it 1s 
almost truer of our ancient Jewish horn than of any instrument that “ practice 
makes perfect,” by ensuring the regular daily exercise of the officiant 
in the presence of a small congregation for a whole month, he would be spared 
the likelihood of a cacophonous and mortifying failure in the presence of tbe 
assembled. community on New Year’s Day. But nowadays and in London 
synagogues, the practice frequently defeats itself, since the Reader who enjoys 
the privilege of exercise during Ellul is usually adequately burdened with other 
duties on the High Festival, and the Shophar notes have to be produced 


by a visiting Specialist.

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THE SHECHITA QUESTION IN SWITZERLAND.

The result of the vote in Switzerland on 20th August appears likely to 
‘ndace’new lines of cleavage in local polities in the country. Under guise 
of the so-called “ popular initiative” (induced by systematic wire-pulling ) it 
has proved practicable in Switzerland to give effect to religions antipathies 
and to impose vexatious restrictions on a religious minority. Unless the 
experienee of History is to be belied, it may be expected that the same 


weapon will presently be used against more important religious COomMMUnIETES | 


than the comparatively small group of Jews in Switzerland. It has already 
been mischievously suggested that in the cantons where the Roman Catholic 
population are in a minority, the * popular initiative” might be invoked to 
impose restrictions on their ccremonies and observances. It is to be hoped 
that notwithstanding the natural impatience which the Swiss Jews must feel 
at the somewhat grotesque ignorance implied in the vote of 20th August, 
they will remain resolutely identified in Switzerland as elsewhere with the 
cause of religious liberty and freedom of conscience. With regard to the 
practical effect of the new restriction, if it is honestly enforced throughout 
Switzerland, it is probable that its practical absurdity will soon be demon- 
strated.

CONSECRATION OF A SYNAGOGUE AT 
BLACKBURN. 


— On Sunday afternon the new synagozueat Blackburn, which has been estab- 

lished at the old Technical Schools in Paradise Street, was consecrated by the 
Rev. Dr. B. Salomon, Minister of the Great Synagogue, Manchester. The 
building has been substantially finished in pitch pine, and presented a bright 
appearance. Prior to the religious ceremony, the synagogue was declared open 
by Mr. Barnet Beirnstein, of Burton on Trent, who was presented by the con- 
gregation with amassive gold key. The presentation was made By Mr. W. 
Aronsberg, J.P. The service was conducted by the Rev. 1. Matz, of the New 
Synagogue, Manchester, assisted by the choir of that synagogue, and Mr, Mark 
Matz presented the organ. During the usual seven circuits the Scrolls of the 
Law were borne by the Rev. Dr. Salomon, the Rev. Mr, Gallant, Reader of the synz- 
ygoyue, Mr. C. Rozenson, Warden, Mr. A. Pinkus, Vice-President, Mr. Lionel 
Moss, Hon. Secretary, Southport Hebrew Congregation, Mr, IX. P. Vallentine, 
of London, and Mr. Alexander Wolfe, of Sunderland. 


The Rev. Dr. B. Salomon, after having consecrated the synagogue, addressed 
the congregation, taking as his text the tirst three verses of the 4th Psalm, 
* How amiable are thy tabernucles,O Lord of Hosts! My soul longeth, yea 
even fainteth for the Courts of the Lord. Yea the sparrow hath found a 
house and the swallow a nest for herself, where she may lay her young: but [, 
thine altars, O Lord of Hosts.” He dwelt upon the great boon accruing from 
building places of worship in the provincial towns, which would be an outlet 
for the conglomeration ot our poor Jewish brethren in the large overcrowded 
cities. He pointed out that a synagogue is not only OY UPd Na where we, 
like the bird, that spreads its wings to raise itself into mid-air—expand the 
pinions of our devotions to lift ourselves up to the highest sphere of divine 
adoration ; but house of instruction.” How many would have 
perished in the dark night of ignorance, if the preacher had not taught them 
the real path in hfe. The house of God is therefore compared to the nest of a 
-bird, which it builds chiefly to give shelter to its young ones, that they should 
not die in the chills of night, and only there the fledgling is safe. Let also our 
children frequently attend the house of God, to find there the guide of their 
future life, He dwelt at great length upon the paramount importance of 
religious instruction. But the place of worship must finally be a NDI20, MD “a 
house of assembly,’ where brotherly: feeling shall prevail, where no discord 
between one and another shall disturb the harmony, but where “ the work cf 
righteousness shall be peace, quietness and assurance for ever.’ Here you have 
to promise to fulfil the great Mosaic precept, ‘“ Love thy neighbour as thyself.” 
An appropriate prayer concluded the discourse,

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

St. Perersrura, Serr. 4.—The Russian Government has decided to postpone 
until June 1 next the final date for the removal of the Jews to the place of settle- 
ment assigned to them for the future. The provincial Governors will, however, 
be empowered to apply to the Minister of the Interior for a delay of one year in 
favour of Jews who may not be able to settle their affairs before that date, 
provided that they have not been previously condemned by any tribunal. Other 
minor Concessions are granted.—Renter. | 


The Minister of War has ordered the immediate expulsion of all Jews from 
the Kuban and Terek districts without regard to age, sex, or position, They 
are required to sign a document to quit Russian territory within four weeks. 
All exceptions granted by the local authorities are rescinded, and severe 
measures Will be taken against any Jews who may prove refractory. 


THE JEWS IN MOROSCO. 


A number of Jews, who with their families had resided in the Ksabi, and 
had been obliged to abandon their homes at the time of the murder of the 
Governor, Mohamed QOutaleb, recently went in a body to the Sultan's camp at 
Outat, where they took refuge and cried aloud for justice. The Sultan sent 
for them, and having learnt from their own lips the nature of their demands, he’ 
gave them a letter for the new Caid. His Sherithian Majesty instructed the 
Caid to allow the Jews to reside once more in bis district, and to restore to them 
their landed property and cattle, 


DUEL BETWEEN M, Dreyrus ann M, Drumonr.—Yesterday week a duel 
was fought between M. Camille Dreyfus, editor of the Nation, and M. Drumont, 
the anti-Semite journalist. Recently Drumont’s paper, the Libre Parole, pub- 
lished an article on the Jews and their wives, ending as follows: “The Due 
d’Aumale, in his letter to Prince Napoleon on the history of Franc, wrote - 
‘In our family all the women are pure, and all the menare brave. It is ditferent 
with those great Jewish families, There all the women are impure and all the 
men are cowards,” The following day M. Camille Dreyfus, taking up the eause 
of his coreligionists, said: ‘A man who writes such filth about honest women. 
although heistheson ofa madman, and mad himself, 1s none the lessa low wretch. 
The paragraph had the desired effect of drawing a challenge to a duel from M, 
Drumont, and the encounter was arranged for Thursday. The same. morning. 
however, to the surprise of everybody, M. Drumont, without waiting for his 
due], published another attack on M. Dreyfus. The duel took place in a glade 
in the Forest of Clamart, the weapons beingswords. M. Dreyfus was wounded 
at the first pass. Notwithstanding four repeated injunctions to stop, M. 
Drumont continued to thrust at M. Dreyfus, who was wounded in three places 
—in the arm,in the chest, and in the side. One of M. Dreyfus’s seconds 
recorded a protest. |

Schapiro 
(Commander of the Chovevi Zion) presided, and introducing the Coionel to 
the large audicnce he mide a few remarks cn the movement in general, and 
particularly on Colonel Goidsmid’s work for the Society, ve 
proposed the resolution welcoming Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid to Edinburgh, 
which was carried with aczlamation, Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid, in the course 
of his address, said that the first duty of a military chief being to see’ that 
the tents were properly pitched he was very glad to say that, having travelled 
over many parts of the world, he had never seen such a beautiful site for a 
tent as that of Edinburgh. It was also a pleasure to have a tent inScotland, 


seeing that there was no natton on the earth nearer akin to the Jewish 
nation than the Scottish, both in their love of the Bible and in their 

pathy with all that is best in Judaisin. ‘Tue Chovevi Z:ton, he said, is not a 
charitable institution, the main object 18 to fostcr the national idea in Israel. 
Had it not been for the national idea we would have been wiped off the 
face of the earth long before naw. Colonel Goldsmid went on to show how 


in Babvlon the faithful minority their cescendants were living 
through all ages while the descendants of the majority, who 
turned away from the national idea. are to-day falleninto oblivion, Some 


people said that the members of the Chovevi Zion could not be good citizens, 
but he maintained that the true lover of Zion, who could be faithtul after 2.0 
vears, would die in defence of the country he hvedin, Many in England tried 
to hide the fact of their being Jews, and preferred to go to synagogue in the 
dark instead of inthe hght; was that the spirit that would win respect for. the 
Jews He dishked the term Jew, for the future kingdom was to be the 
Kingdom of Israel, not of Judah only. Hedid not believe that the ten tribes 
were entirely losf. and he beheved that they will ali be returned whenever the 
kingdom 1s established. He was confident that certain sections inthe East are 
Jews. At the dinner given to him‘by the Macerbreins on his return from 
Argentina, the United States Commissioner to Russia, an American Vhristian, 
stated that he believed the Czar would not stay the persecution until the five 
million Jews were expelled from Russia, Iu these circumstances, the Colonel 
was convinced that the States of Kurope and America would have to take up 
the problem because they could not sce five milion people exterminated,

he visited Palestine in 1883, colonies were jusu beginning to be formed. 
People laughed at the idea of Jewish agriculturists. here were three small 
colonies, but for want of implements to work, things were at a standstill, 


some were actually tearing up the ground with their fingers, Through the 
kindness of Baron Edmond de Rothsehild matters were very different. Now, 
and in future, colontsation from the expericnee which bad been gained will 
start with enormous advantages. In Baron Rothszhild’s colonies the people 
spoke pure Hebrew and he would like to see in this country children learning
